You will readily under- 
stand that It will bo Impossible for this 
committee to follow out any such pro- 
posed plan, as -wo nre obliged to keep In 
mind'the entertainment of a very large 
number of people, .whosrt views regarding 
entertainment aro decidedly varied. Be- 
fore the Oakland committee camo to tm. 
arrangements had already been made for 
an excursion to Monterey, and doubtless 
many other excursions will bo arranged 
for tho same day. Wo shall not, however, 
assign that day to any other locality. 


"I simply mention these facts In order 


that your committee may not luuvo the 
feeling that we have promised certain, 
things and failed to carry them out.

He tries to 
treat the matter lightly and seeming- 
ly feigns indifference.
